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Sugar and the Tariff. 


No sooner was it made public that speculation in sugar was 


raising the price of that commodity than the Chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee broke into print with the 
assertion that the new tariff lav was responsible. "President 
Harding has in his own hands the most immediate and potent 
remedy for the relief of the sugar situation/' declared the Dem- 
ocratic chairman, "the present runaway sugar market owes its 
chief underlying cause to the tariff price boosts. The Harding 
administration is practically silent-about the one speedy and 
effective remedy immediately available—namely, the reduc- 
tion of the present high sugar tariff rates," and the Chairman 
advocates a 50 per cent reduction. 


Of course this is all arrant nonsense. Even the sugar men 


themselves make no reference whatever to the tariff as the 
cause of increased sugar prices, but attribute them wholly to 
speculation and rigging the market. The Federal Sugar Re- 
fining Company, for example, whose lobbyist when the Dem- 
ocratic tariff law was being framed was Frank C. Lowry,. has 
been a bitter opponent of sus;ar duties because it imports its. 
raw stock from Cuba and refines here. Yet that company was 
'one of the first to send out warnings early in March, saying, 
"the sugar market is being manipulated and is dominated by 
speculation, and any buying beyond immediate needs will only 
make matters worse." The Federal didn:t have a word to say 
respecting the tariff as responsible for the situation. 


The rate on sugar under the Democratic tariff law was 


$1.25 a hundred pounds for 96 degree sugar, which constitutes 
the bulk of our import. It will be recalled that the Democrats 
had included a proviso in their bill for free sugar after May 1, 
,1916, but when that date rolled around they had a bad case of 
chilblains and the proviso was repealed just three days prior to 
May 1. The emergency tariff law placed a duty of $2.00 a 
hundred on 96 degree sugar. This law became effective May 
27 1921. The Fordney-McCumber tariff law placed a duty 
of §2 20 a hundred on 96 degree sugar. But Cuba, from which 
we import about 93 per cent of our cane sugar, receives a 2< 
per cent preferential, which means that she has an advantage 
in our market over other foreign sugar competitors of 44 cents 
a hundred. The 50 per cent reduction advocated by the Demo- 
cratic chairman would pull the sugar duty down to $1.10 a 
hundred, or less than that laid by his own party in 1913, and 
continued when the Democrats dodged free sugar in April, 
'1916 
On Cuban sugar this would mean a duty of 88 cents a 


hundred which would be fine pickings for the American re- 
finers to say nomine of its effect in closing down our beet 
su^ar'factories, destroying the cane industry in Louisiana, and, 
resulting eventually in a Cuban monopoly of the market which 
would result in prices beyond those even contemplated by the 
present sugar speculators. 
, 
. . 


The tariff is not holding back, sugar imports, as is indicated, 


by the fact that during the first month of the new law, October, 
we imported 432,000,000 pounds, compared with 362,000,- 
000 pounds for October, 1921, and 270,000,000 pounds in 
October 1920, before the emergency law was in operation? 
and under the Democratic tariff. High prices are prevalent m 
Europe as well, where the grocers are being urged to advance 
prices in order to restrict consumption. The tariff has not the 
slightest thins,' to do with sugar prices and speculation. An in- 
crease of one-fifth of a cent a pound in the duty could not pos- 
sibly increase the price three cents and a half, as it rose be- 
tween December and February.

!SAYS PALESTINE 


MUST OVERCOME 


LACK OF CAPITAL 


(By Associated Press) 


.Jerusalem.—Commenting upon 
the 


economic and hydraulic resources of 
Palestine, A. B. Southard, 
formerly 


American consul here, says the out- 
look for the prompt realization o£ the 
hydro-electric and irrigation, schemes 
proposed by foreign engineers is not 
encouraging. He believes the chief 
difficulty is in raisins sufficient ca.pi- 
tal,- and the general lack oi population 
and established natural resources. He 
thinks the Jordan Valley is too narrow 
for irrigation purposes, but sals that if 
irrigation could be 
accomplished 
it 


would add enormously to the variety 
and value of the commercial agricul- 
tural crops of Palestine. ' . 


Concerning economic conditions in 


Palestine, Mr. Southard says that only 
•very restricted credit facilities are 
available, as the banks now 
confine 


their business almost entirely to re- 
ceiving money for deposit and checking 
accounts, to buying and selling gilt- 
edge negotiable paper, and to making 
short-term loans against substantial 
and safe merchandising security. 


Inability to secure long-term loans 


has seriously affected agricultural de- 
velopment. Agriculture in 
Palestine 


does not yield a great margin of profit, 
and can hardly support the 
present 


interest rate ot 9 per cent and upward. 
In the absence of a bank 
dealing in 


agricultural loans the Palestine farmer 
has had to depend mainly upon private 
money-lenders, who often 
exact as | 


much as 15 per cent interest on good 
security. There are a few co-operative 
loan societies among the Jewish colon- 
ists, but they have not been able to 
exercise any important influence in re- 
lieving the situation. 


In this connection Mr. Southard ex- 


plains there Is need in Palestine for 
pawnshops. 
"Well-regulated 
estab- 


lishments of this sort," he 
declares, 


"should be of real economic value in 
'aiding people who find it necessary to 
raise small personal loans. This is a 
line of financial undertaking which of- 
fers favorable inducements to foreign 
investors." 


There are many Investment oppor- 


tunities in Palestine, 
Mr. 
Southard 


thinks, but none of them appear par- 
ticularly promising at 
the moment. 


"Schemes have been advanced for har- 
bor construction," he says, "for port 
building, for hydro-electric develop- 
ment, for agricultural enterprise on a 
large scale, for general real estate de- 
velopment, and for a variety of pro- 
posed industrial enterprises. Railway 
construction is not likely to receive 
immediate attention on any important 
scale, as the country is already rea- 
sonably well supplied in this respect. 
Harbor andT>ort construction, and pos- 
sibly hydro-electric development, will 
require such large sums of money that 
the first years of their existence 
are 


apt to be barren of dividends of any 
sort, and therefore they are likely to 
await government capital or 
guaran- 


tees." 
The former American cousul says 


there are many industrial, enterprises 
in Palestine eagerly seeking capital, 
but that "because of such handicaps as 
lack of local supplies of fuel, raw ma- 
terial etc., some of them will not be 
successful, and the few which may pay 
their own way'in operation are not 
likely to return real dividends for many 
years. Care must eherefore be exer- 
cised to an unusual degree in consid- 
ering the investment of money in Pal- 
estine in industrial enterprise."

The absence of any mineral oi! pro- 


duction throughout the Italian penin- 
sula has caused the government to con 
sider rneans for the discovery of o.ny 
oil deposits within 
the 
borders. A 


ministerial committee, headed by Pre- 
mier Mussolini, has been formed to pro 
mote proposals for the development of 
oil lands. The committee has already 
held several meetings. 


Italy's need for her own oi! and her 


absolute dependence on importation of 
oil from abroad has been given weighty 
consideration _by every ministry. The 
importance of oil, especially in time of 
war, has urged itself upon the present 
government with the result that the 
newly constituted ministerial oil com- 
mittee intends to give all the encour- 
agement and assistance possible In the 
discovery o'f deposits. 


The committee is expected by a sys- 


tem of subsidies and premiums to fos- 
ter the formation of oil companies to 
undertake .drilling. Little or nothing 
is known of any oil deposits In Italy 
at present. 
Many of Italy's 
public 


men have constantly contended that 
there are mineral deposits in the vol- 
canic strata, and that among these de- 
posits is oil. 


Meanwhile, the Slndacato Nazionale 


Combustibili, an Italian 
development 


corporation, has T.Iready staged nego- 
tiations for oil lands in Albania. Eng- 
lish and American companies also have 
been negotiating with 
the Albanian 


government for oil concessions, but, as 
yet, that government has concluded no 
contracts with foreign oil companies. 
The 
Italian 
corporation 
expects, 


through diplomatic channels, to secure 
the consent of the Albanians to drill.

This Is shown by careful analysis of

The 
remaining justice expressed the view 
that the contemplated tax was an In- 
come or excise tax, and as such was 
wholly without constitutional warrant, 
(p. 61S), but further concluded that 
whether it were deemed an income or 
a property tax, it was unauthorized- 
After an examination of these opinions 
and the authorities cited, and after 
such further investigation as the lim- 
ited time has permitted, I find myself 
in accord with the conclusion of the 
minority."—Concord Monitor.

It is surprising how many credit men 
are afflicted with superstition in some 
form, for this charasteristic

cropping out

These apprehensions are not 
such as to make them fearful of com-

In the district. This superstition has 
prompted them to decline a risk that 
would have been accepted if the mer- 
chant had been located in a different 
community. In one case a house suf- 
fered three losses in a town within a 
short time, and the credit roan re- 
marked he would never open another 
accout there unless the customer's fi- 
nancial standing was as strong as the 
Rock of Gibraltar. 


When a credit man has had losses 


with two or three customers of the 
same surname, he is likely to become 
over-sensitive when the name comes 
before him again in the form of an 
order from a new customer and he is 
inclined to request tha privilege of 
making shipment on a cash basis if 
his investigation docs not prove ths 
risk to be strictly first class in every 
respect. 


One credit man has a .dread of blue 


paper, for the orders received frorn 
a customer whose account was the lar- 
gest the house ever charged to "uro- 
flt and loss" were received on 
blue 


stationery. When a new customer who 
was in excellent standing sent i:i his 
initial order on blue paper, it caused 
the credit man almost to decline tho 
account- 


Sometimes this superstition is called 


a "huncil" and when it is referred to 
in this manner it is usually in connec- 
tion with the telling ot a pleasant" 
little tale about avoiding a loss by rea- 
son of the premonition.
